I.  The  first  stage  of  Christ’s  humility  -4 
( verses  5 7) 

The  central  act  in  the  first  stage  of  ChristHi 
humiliation  is:  “He  emptied  him >elf.” 
laid  aside,”  says  Dr.  Van  Dyke,  ‘ the  ekistj- 
ence  firm  of  God,  in  order  that  he  mtgbjt 
■ take  the  existence-form  of  man  ” He  Was 
equal  with  God,  but  he  did  not  cling  to  thle 
outward  manifes' ation  of  that  equality.  The 
reference  ljiere  is  to  the  state  or  mode  of 
equality  rather  than  the  equality  itself.  The 
Logos  did  not  divest  himsilf  of  the  God-head  , 
but  the  independent  ex.-tcire  of  the  powers 
an  ( prerogatives  ot  deity  which  c institutes 
his  equality  with'God.  In  this  self-emptying 
there  are  two  modalities. 

iv  Taking  the  form  of  a servant. 

The  word  translated  "form”  occurs  twice 
iu  the  passage  In  ver.  6,  we  have  thte 
“form  of  God;”  and  in  ver.  7,  the  “form  of  a 
servant.”  In  cla-sic  Greik  the  word  signi- 
fies the  essential  attributes  ol  a thing.  Iji 
this  sense  St.  Paul  uses  the  word  when  speak- 
ing of  the  deep  inn-  r change  of  heart.  Thjs 
seems  to  be  the  meaning  here.  Christ 
emptied  hitnself  of  the  independent  exercise 
of  the  essential  attributes  of  deity  and  tooik 
ins*ead  the  essential  attributes  of  a servant. 

2*  Being  made  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

This  clause  is  another  description  of  the 
first  stage  of  his  humiliation, — he  was  God, 
he  became  man.  It  behooved  him  in  ^11

Christ  instituted  his  chutcb  for  wolik. 
Nothing  is  pi  liner  tcught  in  the  Ne.v  Testa- 
ment. The  iustructi  n given  in  gatherings 
is  for  information,  development  and  encour- 
agement. It  is  not  the  hearing,  as  an  enter- 
tainment, an  intellectual  treat,  or  a fancy, 
but  the  dtjing  of  the  work,  the  prepira  ion  to 
“go.”  Aggressiventsi  is  etij  tyeri. 

A leudency  to  temple  wor.-J)ip  is  manifest 
in  some  of  our  large  cities  aud  iu  certain 
communities.  Tne  early  Baptists  were  some- 
what ifflicted  with  such  an  idea,  for  it  is 


among  in^n.  x his  stage  ol  his  nuniuiaviou 
has  two  mt  dalit  es. 

1.  Being  tound  in  fashion  as  a man. 

He  wa<  a mkn  among  men.  He  was  sub- 
ject to  his  parens  as  a child.  He  grew  to 
manhood.  His  character  was  unfolded  and 
p-rfected  by  discipline  He  was  not  con- 
scious of  his  Sonship  .pntil  his  twelfth  year. 
He  prayed  for  divine  grace.  He  bungerel, 
thirsted,  slept,:  rejoiced  and  wept  He  was 
anointed  with  the  Spirit  for  his  ministry.  He 
was  tempted.  He  was  lonely  and  disappointed. 
He  asked  for  informat’on.  He  confessed  ig- 
norance. He  entered,  without  reserve  aud 
without  deception,  into  all  the  conditions 
and  limitations  necessary  to  give  to  the 
world  the  human  life  of  God. 

2.  Becoming  obedient  nnto  death. 

The  participle  implies  that  the  supreme  act 
of  self-hiimiliation  consisted  in  the  Lord’s 
voluntary  submission  to  death.  It  was  no' 
“ordinary  tn  iti  dying.”  It  was  the  God  man. 
The  death  of  the  Son  of  God.  This  would 
be  inconceivable  if'  we  were  to  regard  the 
Logos  as  he  is  hims  *lf . The  matter  is  some- 
what easier  when  we  remember  that  it  was 
not  the  Logai i perse,  but  the  God-man,  Jesus 
Christ,  who  suffered  and  died.  The  Logos 
outside  of  Cbtist  has  the  perpetual  conscious- 
ness of  his  G*dhead,  while  yet  the  Logos  as 
u lited  to  huipanity  in  Christ,  is  subject  to 
ignorance,  weakneSi  suffering  and  death. 
This  is  the  infinite  reach  of  Christ’s  conde- 
scension. It'  was  a real  humiliation.  God- 
did  no*  go  through  a tnick  procedure  in  mak- 
ing atonement  for  the  sins  of  the  world.lt  was 
a real  affair.  Jesus  was  real.  His  humanity  was 
real.  H s suffering  real.  Now  those  who  do  not 
think  that  the  divine  na  ure  suffered  mustprove 
that  there  was  a double  per.-ODality  in  the 
man  Christ  Jesus.  If  there  be  a single  person- 
a'ity — the  resultant  of  the  two  natures  mak- 
ing a God  ih  iu  as  all  Scripture  teaches, 
then. the  divihe  na:ure  suffered  in  that  person. 

In  speaking  of  the  stages  in  the  humilia- 
tion of  Christ,  Strong  says,  “We  may  dislin-
